Canada’s emblem is the Maple Leaf. More 
than a century ago it was reg: eed us highly 
symbolical of the Canadian people. The vir- 
tues of the maple tree have always been 
highly regarded. It is sturdy in the forest, 
supplies a superb hardwood for lumber and 
fuel and its annual harvest of sugar and 
syrup was of great advantage to the pioneer. 

Four Canadian provinces have adopted 
floral emblems.
